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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: In figures 6, 7, 15, and 16, the double-line 
cross-hatching changed to single-line cross-hatching, for example element 70 in figure 15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2, and 7-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The claims are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the 
references taken as a whole do not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including 
that of an exit door having a door frame, a door panel having a stile, and a presser bar device 
having two casings attached to lock rods to selectively engage in the door frame, where each 
casing has a space defined between two ears and a first flap received in the space(claim 1, lines 
1-37; claim 11, lines 1-37, and at least one second flap received in that space of the casing (claim 

I, line 38) and where the first flap has a channel, and a second pole attached to the casing and 
extending through the channel of the first flap, loosely attaching the first flap to the casing (claim 

II, line 38-41). 
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The closest prior art, U.S. Patent Number 3,123,387 to Jackson et al, discloses an exit 
door with a doorframe, a door panel having a stile, and a presser bar device including two lock 
rods, a housing with an oblong hole, a drive pin attached to a lock rod and slidably received in 
the oblong hole, and a bracket received in the housing and having/ a space defined by a hook to 
receive the drive pin, the presser bar device also having a crank pivotally attached to the housing 
and having a first end coupled to the bracket and having a second end, and a presser bar carried 
on the door panel and actuatable onto the second end of the crank, the presser bar device also 
including means for biasing the lock rods to selectively lock the door panel to the door frame, 
and the crank allowing the presser bar device to be attached to either side of the door panel and 
the presser bar device having two casings attached to the lock rods respectively, to selectively 
engage in to the door frame. However, Jackson does not disclose the casings having a space 
between two ears, and a first flap and a second flap received in a casing, and a the first flap 
having a channel.
